WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP) 
—Senate Democrats voted down 
a Republican move today to 
pass a civil rights bill at the 
“present bobtail session of Con- 
gress. They accused the Repub- 
licans of playing politics and 
of trying to scuttle other legis- 
lation. 

The fight came to a climax 
shortly after it had been opened 
by Republican leader Everett M. 
Dirksen of Illinois with the intro- 
duction of a _ two-point civil 
rights bill urged by President 
Eisenhower. 

Senator Joseph S. Clark 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, a leading 
advocate of civil rights, move 
to table and thus kill Dirksen’s 
bill before it even had a chance 
to be placed on the Senate | 
calendar,

receive pay increases between 

9 and 10 cents an hour are 
the steel workers. 

The report said about 15 per 
cent of the total would receive 
increases of 17 cents or more. 
About 3 per cent of the work- 
ers covered by the new con- 
tracts will receive more than 
19-cent-an-hour increases and 
another 3 per cent less than 
29 cents an hour, according to 
the survey.

Dirksen said that in offering 
the bill he was not trying to em- 
barrass anybody but rather was 
seeking to carry out President 
Eisenhower's legislative pro- 
gram. 

He told the Senate that his 
move was “entirely free from 
political or partisan considera- 
tions.”’ 

But Democrats saw it differ- 
ently. They called it political 
and insisted it was designed to 
embarrass them by pointing up 
the split between Northern and 
Southern Democrats over the 
the civil rights issue. 

Dirksen’s bill would have set 
up a commission to try to end 
racial discrimination in govern- 
ment contract employment and 
would have provided aid for 
schools complying with the Su- 
preme Court’s desegregation 
program. 

Congress, in passing a civil 
rights bill earlier in the year 
after a long, bitter battle, cut 
out both these Administration 
proposals.

RICH NATIONS SAID TO : 
LEAD IN YOUTH GRIME 


LONDON, Aug. 9 (AP) — The 
second United Nations congress 
on World Crime was told yester- 
day that the richer nations are | 
setting the pace in a world-wide 
wave of juvenile violence. 

This was reported to the open- 
ing session of the congress by 
the U.N.’s chief of social de- 
fense, Prof. Manuel Lopez-Ray. 
The 12-day congress brought to- 
gether 700 experts from 85 na- 
tidns of East and West. 

Delegates were told juvenile 
crimes are on the increase | 
everywhere except in Switzer- 
land, Italy, Belgium and Canada. 


Some areas are worse than 
others. 
Lopez-Ray said a U.N, study 


team divided two wide areas into 
Nordic and Mediterranean and 
found to its surprise that the 
Nordics had the gravest prob- 
lems of all, despite higher social 


benefits, and more abundant fa- | 
| 


cilities. 

Teen-age crime is straining all 
the machinery of law and order 
and 
called “Nordic belt,’’ which in- 
cludes the United States, the 
United Kingdom, Germany, Nor- 
way, Sweden and Finland, the re- 
port said. 

‘It appears that in the Nordic 
belt in spite of better living con- 
ditions and welfare services, gov- 
ernment institutions must devote 
far more effort and money to 
combat juvenile delinquency,”’ 
the delegates were told. 

There is a far less serious 
problem in the “Mediterranean | 
belt” which includes Spain, | 
France, Belgium, Italy, Greece | 
and Yugoslavia.

TOKYO, Aug. 9 (AP) — Vil- 
lagers living near the base of 
Mount Fuji plan a sitdown to- 
morrow on a military firing 
range in an effort to block a 
United States Marine artillery 
practice with live ammunition. 

Four hundred Marines went 
ahead with preparations to begin 
the firing despite the plans of 
nearby residents and leftwing 
backers to congregate in the tar- 
get area, The United States Navy 
said the firing would not begin 
until the area is cleared. There 
was no word whether Japanese 
police would try to eject the 
demonstrators. 

Residents of Oshino and other 
nearby villages are demanding 
about $2,000,000 in additional 
compensation, claiming their 
livelihood is threatened because 
they are allowed access only 
about one day a week to collect 
grass and wood on the 15,000- 
acre range. 

The Japanese Government 
says the villagers were paid 
about $3,000,000 in cash and were 
given $2,000,000 worth of public 
works, The dispute could touch 
off a new wave of sentiment 
against United States forces in 
Japan similar to the recent dem- 
onstrations against the United 
States-Japan security treaty.

Why Carnahan Lost 


Your Washington correspondent, 
James Deakin, says the defeat of 
Representative A. S. J. Carnahan 
by Richard lchord raises the issue 
of the rural view of foreign aid. 


The real issue of the vote switch 
in the area is what is Washington 
going to do for sections of its own 
country? When is it going to pro- 
tect the lead workers, the glass 
workers? I suppose with the de- 
velopment of one of the richest iron 
ore beds in the United States being 
pursued in this district we will 
some day face the same problem 
in the iron-mining industry. 

This section of Missouri has had 
severe economic setbacks during 
the last 14 years, especially in the 
lead industry, where hundreds of 
miners have lost their jobs. 

The Flat River area has been 
designated as a center of chronic 
unemployment by the Government, 
one of 71 such centers in the whole 
of the United States. 

Except for a partial promise of

President Eisenhower has urged Congress 
to do less than it wants to do on some issues 
but more than it can expect to do in general. 
His message to this short session repeats all 
the items from the Administration’s original 
agenda.. That is too much to expect. 

We believe that Congress ought to com- 
plete action on major measures before it, but 
except for Latin American aid shouid not try 
to reopen other issues. 

Mr. Eisenhower again defended the nation’s 
military power as “‘second to none,” in reply 
to the direct or implied criticisms of the 
Democratic and Republican platforms. A new 
Administration and a new Congress might 
challenge him on that, but a three-weeks ses- 
sion cannot profitably fight all over again the 
question of the current military budget. 

* * * 


The Democratic presidential candidate, 
Senator Kennedy, has talked in general terms 
of adding three billions to the defense budget. 
The voters may decide that the national se- 
curity demands it, but the voters have not 
spoken yet. For the moment, the Senator is 
only sparring. He says the President could 
ask for more money now—as the President 
says he will do if necessary—or could unfreeze 
money already appropriated. Campaign pres- 
sures may cause a revision of defense spend- 
ing plans, and if they do, so much the better. 
But as Senator Kennedy appears to realize, 
the initiative lies with the President just now. 
Not too much time should be wasted in a 
fruitless legislative battle. 

Foreign aid, by contrast, represents uncom- 
pleted business in Congress. Mr. Eisenhower 
properly seeks restoration of the 595 millions 
which the House cut from the mutual secyrity 
fund. He wants and should be given authori- 
zation of 600 millions for economic aid for 
Latin America to reassure the sister republics 
of our interest in them, but he does not ask 
Congress to provide the money at this time. 

Mr. Eisenhower’s insistence on standing on 
his original legislative program enters the 
realm of unreality, however, when he urges 
action on measures which Congress has al- 
ready refused to entertain. These include 
more taxes for the highway program, which 
can wait a year for better funding, and au- 
thorization of 40 new judgeships which, though 
needed, will not be provided by a Democratic 
Congress for Republican appointment this 
year. His request for a postal rate increase 
is similarly unpopular in an election year.

If Mr. Eisenhower really believes that Con- 
gress ought to stay out of politics and com- 
plete its main work, he ought not to ask Con- 
gress to act on such politically involved issues. 
The agenda should be limited to unfinished 
business which both parties agree is im- 
portant. 

The President stressed some of these—fed- 
eral aid for education, medical care for the 
aged and increased minimum wages. Con- 
gress began work on the three items before 
the conventions, and ought to finish before 
the election. The Administration cannot ex- 
pect to get such measures in strict Admin- 
istration form, however: some compromise 
with Congress will be required if anything 
is to be accomplished. 

Partisanship already has hindered the leg- 
islative task, else so much would not be left 
to be done. The best that the nation can 
hope for now is not the President’s program, 
much less the parties’ platform programs, but 
only that this short session will complete its 
major work in progress,

If There’s Space to Fly It 


Just as the pony express riders must have 
resented railroads carrying the mail, so the 
railroads a century later resent the airlines. 
But that rivalry, it seems to us, is not enough 
to warrant passage of the Cunningham bill, 
which would bar sending any letter by air 
unless it bears an airmail stamp. 

In the last-minute rush to adjourn for the 
conventions, the House passed this bill which 
would slow the mails and take away from the 
Postmaster General authority established in 
1953 by the Federal courts. 

First-class (4-cent) mail is handled by the 
airlines on a non-priority basis, with no guar- 
antee of speedier delivery, and only when 
space is available. On the feeder airlines the 
airlifting of first-class mail costs the Govern- 
ment nothing since the revenue received from 
these letters is deducted from the subsidy paid 
by the Government. As railroad revenues 
from all sources last year approached $10 
billions, and the non-priority airlift involves 
about $3,000,000, less than one per cent of 
their gross is involved. 

The Post Office Department denies that any 
mail-carrying passenger trains have been 
dropped solely because of the airlift plan. 
There also is the consideration that because 
passenger-train miles of Class | railroads were 
cut 32 per cent between 1947 and 1957, the 
Post Office was forced to develop other 
means of mail transportation. While the rail- 
roads were cutting back their passenger trains 
from 10,000 to less than 2000, their mail 
revenues increased 247 per cent, going from 
$102,000,000 to $344,000,000. The Cunning-

The New Immigrants 


The Police Board’s annual report merits 
careful reading in the community at large 
and particularly by the City Administration 
and the Board of Aldermen. We call atten- 
tion especially to the conclusion that whole- 
sale shifts of population within the city have 
contributed heavily to the alarming rise in 
crime here over the last 10 years. The num- 
ber of major crimes reported annually has 
jumped from 10,281 to 23,175. 

St. Louis changed radically in the 1950s, 
particularly in the age, color, educational and 
income characteristics of its people. A pre- 
cise outline of the extent of this change will 
have to await publication of Census Bureau 
figures now under analysis. But it is clear 
even without these figures that thousands of 
low-income whites and non-whites from out- 
state rural areas and the Deep South have 
moved in seeking a better future for them- 
selves while hundreds of better-educated bet- 
ter-paid St. Louisans have moved to St. Louis 
county. Physical changes within St. Louis 
such as the Mill Creek redevelopment project 
have given further impetus to the movement 
in and out and within the city. 

As a consequence, some city neighborhoods 
that had been stable for decades have “lost 
their cohesiveness and internal social controls 
which tend to inhibit crime.” Police experi- 
ence indicates such neighborhoods become 
impersonal and tend to produce substantially 
higher rates of crime and delinquency. For 
example: the West End’s Twelfth Police Dis- 
trict, bounded by Lindell-Kingshighway-Nat- 
ural Bridge and the city limits suffered a 364 
per cent rise in the over-all crime rate over 
the last decade. Why? , 

Once a neighborhood of fashionable homes 
and apartment houses, this police district ac- 
cording to the report has undergone a dras- 
tic change for the worse in the educational 
and income characteristics of its residents. It 
is obviously much more crowded, too. Part 
of this was brought about by failures of the 


city government to halt spot-zoning, for one 


thing, and conversions (legal and otherwise) 
of single family residential units into multiple 
dwellings and rooming houses, for another. 

Some of the housing pressures in the West 
End no doubt reflect events set in motion by 
the need to move 11,000 persons out of the 
100 slum blocks in Mill Creek. It does not 
follow by any means that slum clearance 
“creates” a crime problem. As the report 
itself points out, slum areas are themselves 
the breeding ground of crime. They must be 
improved; and if the resulting population 
movements along with migrations from other 
causes upset established patterns in other 
neighborhoods, this problem must be faced, 
by the police and by other municipal agencies, 
as the price of progress. The Aldermen bear 
great, though not exclusive, responsibility for 
what has been happening in the West End, 
because they failed to cope with the effects 
of population pressure there. 

Change is inevitable, and St. Louis in the 
1960s may change even more drastically than 
it did in the decade just past. No one can 
say whether the tide of migration from the 
South and from outstate has reached its high 
water mark. But the challenge of the 1960s 
for St. Louisans and their city government 
is intelligently to plan the adjustments neces- 
sary to maintaining those neighborhoods that 
are still attractive while reversing the trend 
in those that are not. The alternative is a 
city neither fit nor safe for anybody to live in. 


Leland Olds, an Era’s End 


Leland Olds was one of the great regulatory 
commissioners. There have not been too 
many of them since the first regulatory body, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, was 
created in 1887. But the great ones have all 
possessed the same qualities—grasp of the 
field, belief in the regulatory process, dedica- 
tion to the public interest, and courage. 

Of such was Leland Olds in his nearly 10 
years’ service on the Federal Power Commis- 
sion, most of the time as its chairman. He 
pulled no punches, and opportunism was not 
in his vocabulary. He made many powerful 
enemies, and when, after two five-year ap- 
pointments by Franklin D. Roosevelt, he was 
reappointed by Harry S. Truman, the ene- 
mies he had made in the Senate rejected him. 

Consumers of electricity in the United 
States have reason to be grateful to Mr. Olds 
that rates are no higher than they are and 
that the utilities get away with no more than 
some of them still occasionally do. Benefi- 
ciaries of consumer co-operatives owe him a 
debt for the study he headed, for President 
Roosevelt, of co-operatives in Europe. Busi- 
ness and farm interests have him to thank for 
help in negotiating the agreement with Can- 
ada culminating in the St. Lawrence Seaway. 

The crop of regulatory commissioners today 
makes a pretty sorry showing by comparison 
with Leland Olds. Let us hope that there 
will be new appointees coming on who will 
renew and carry forward the tradition of 
greatness in federal regulation which he and 
a handful of others made for awhile a reality. 


The Game’s Not for Losing 
“Growthmanship” is more than a game to 
Europeans, East and West. The bulletin of 
the United Nations Economic Commission 
for Europe predicts that the gross product of 
Western Europe will grow by 5 per cent this 
year, compared with 4 per cent last year. 
There was a gain of 12 per cent in indus- 
trial production in the first quarter compared 
with a year ago, despite increasing shortages 
of labor and plant capacity. Advances in 
productivity, moderate wage increases and 
stable prices for imported raw materials have 
kept the price level steady. The slow-down 
in the United States is not being felt-as much 
as was feared. Exports to this country are 
declining, but business with primary pro- 
ducing countries is climbing briskly. 
Iron-curtain economies are showing some 
signs of strain, and they are expected to post 
only a 4 per cent gain for the year; but that, 
too, is considerably better than American 
prospects. The moral to be drawn from re- 
ports of idle plant capacity in the United 
States and a shortage of plant capacity 


abroad should be obvious. Europe is hum- 


ming, and we are coasting. 

Under the circumstances, it is proper to 
expect Europe to assume more of the cost 
of aiding underdeveloped countries; but that 
is a minor point. We must accelerate our 
economy to hold our relative place among 
the prosperous nations,

A TRAVELER’S GUIDE TO GOOD 
HEALTH, by Colter Rule, M.D. 
(Doubleday, 266 pgs., $3.95.) 


IS EUROPE NECESSARY? By Ronald 
M. Deutsch. (Holt, 121 pgs., $2.95.) 


THE INNOCENTS AT HOME, by Lord

The first by Dr. Colter Rule gives 
advice on how to prepare for a healthy 
trip and how to stay that way while 
abroad. It also contains a medical 
gazetteer, which lists required immuni- 
zation injections, health hazards, and 
the availability of doctors and drug 
supplies, Besides all this, there is a 
glossary of medical terms and phrases — 
in French, German, Italian and 
Spanish. 

The second by Ronald M. Deutsch 
is a zany report on what the visitor 


The 
foreword to this book is entitled ‘“Why 
Bother Going?” and, after reading sev- 
eral suceeding chapters, the prospec- 
tive traveler may indeed wonder. 
Sprinkled throughout the book are bits 
and pieces of information like this: 
‘In England, a pint is a liquid meas- 
ure referring to a half-quart of beer 
or ale. It is always drunk at tea time, 
thus accounting for the great popu- 
larity of tea in Britain.”’ 


The third, by Lord Kinross, who 
sometimes writes as Patrick Balfour, 
is a summary of his impressions of 
a visit to the United States. This 
English writer appears to have been 
almost overpowered by our devotion 
to the automobile and by our money 
and success worship. Whether or not 
one agrees with his impressions, it is 
an entertaining, witty book, which 
gives the reader an opportunity to sit

INCE BOTH PARTIES AGREE that foreign policy is the pri- 
‘ mary problem of the next Administration, it is fair to ask what 
plans the nominees have to improve our international position. 
The Republican view can be outlined on the basis of the following 


off-the-record conversation with 


Richard M. Nixon which I had 


some time ago and which he has now granted permission to publish. 


The Vice President’s remarks 
are in two categories: how a 
Nixon Government would seek 
administratively to conduct our 
affairs; and 
what would be 
its diplomatic 
aims. On ad- 
ministr a- 
tion, Nixon 
thinks: “A cabi- 
net should in- 
clude several 
broad - gauge 
men sophisticat- a 
ed in foreign <4} 
problems. There a 
is a continual, Nixon 
extensive political campaign in 
the world and, just as in wartime 
when several members of the 
War Cabinet participate in mak- 
ing decisions, a President now- 
adays needs to call on the best 
men in his Administration to 
help guide his foreign policy. 

“For example, such ministers 
as the Attorney General, the Sec- 
retaries of Commerce, Treasury 
and Defense, should join the Sec- 
retary of State, the head of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, the 
head of the CIA and others in 
making decisions. All can con- 
tribute to the thinking of the 
Chief Executive. It is dangerous 
for an Administration to confine 
itself to too narrow consulta- 
tions.” 


Critical of U.S. Voice. 


The Secretary of State, Nixon 
reasoned, ‘‘must be able to work 
with those in the Foreign Serv- 
ice and inside the State Depart- 
ment and should possess initia- 
tive, creativeness and a recogni- 
tion of the necessity to break out 
of old thought patterns.” 

And Nixon regards our propa- 
ganda as inadequate. He believes 
“the Voice of America should 
seek more to be the voice of oth- 
er peoples. The Communists 
have identified themselves with 
the aspirations of other peoples 
but we speak only for Ameri- 
cans.”* 

“We do not adequately let oth- 
ers know that we do not want to 
dominate them and that we be- 
lieve in their economic progress 
for their own sake as well as in 
our interests. We must get across 
that ours is the true revolution 
and talk more of the promise of 
the American Revolution, less of 
the menace of the Communist 
revolution. And we must make 
plain that we do not expect oth- 
ers to share all our views and 
imitate all our actions.” 


Mutual Defense Pacts.

“Knights of Song,” which 
opened at the Municipal Opera 
last night, might well have been 
entitled ‘“‘An Evening With 
Martyn Green.” 

Generally speaking, the trick 
of using a composer’s own songs 
as a musical background for a 
story about the composer’s own 
life is not a highly successful 
one. The machinery is too obvi- 
ous. 

This is not to say that 
“Knights of Song,” which is 
based upon the careers of Gil- 
bert and Sullivan, using music 
from their comic operas, is a 
startling exception to the rule.

“I hit a couple of nine-iron 
shots the Saturday before the 
tournament started and I felt 
the pain. I had treatments for 
it Sunday and got along all 
right through the week, al- 
though I noticed some tense- 
ness each morning. But then 
on the morning of the final I 
knew I was in trouble. I could 
hardly tee up the ball. I had 
to bend my knees to stoop. 

“Nobody wanted that title 
more than I did. I was disap- 
pointed as heck.

NEW YORK, Aug. 9—A small 
fortune in silverplate, most of 
it made by colonial Americans 
decidedly hostile to British opin- 
ion, has been assembled here for 
an exhibition in London later this 
month, 

The collection, valued at $800,- 
000. contains more than 200 
pieces, all of them made before 
1815. There are such things, for 
instance, as a silver oar, made 
in the Eighteenth Century by 
Joseph Hurd and now appraised 
at $25.000. It once adorned the 
British Court of Admiralty in 
Boston. 

The collection, assembled by 
the English-Speaking Union of 
the United States, will be shown 
at Christie's in London from 
Aug. 24 to Sept. 25. The silver is

thority on silverplate, offered 
advice. 

The most valuable piece in 
the collection is a caudie cup 
made in 1693 by Cornelius Van 
Der Burgh.

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Actress With Old Mansion on Her Hands 


Ethel Barrymore Colt, at Muny Opera, Wondering How to Manage 18 12 Home Left by Her Father

ETHEL BARRYMORE COLT, 
appearing in the current Munici- 
pal Opera production ‘‘Knights 
of Song,” has a divided mind 
these days. One section of it is 
devoted to “that house.” 


“I’m grateful I don’t have time 
to think about it while on stage. 
I’m thankful, too, I had those 
daily eight-hour rehearsals last 
week,”’ she said. 


About that house: Miss Colt 
is in a pickle which could happen 
only to a Barrymore. Three 
weeks ago on the death of her 
father, Samuel Pomeroy Colt, 
she inherited one-fourth of Lin- 
den Place, an 1812 mansion in 
Bristol, R.I. She will share it 
not only with her husband and 
14-year-old son, but with her 
bachelor brother, her married 
brother and his wife, and with a 
married female cousin, who are 
co-heirs. 

The estate, which figured 
largely in the history of Rhode 
Island, includes the 25-room man- 
sion, various outbuildings which 
total 18 rooms more, a laundry, 
a garage and a carriage house 
now used as a badminton court. 
Originally built for four car- 
riages, it still houses in one cor- 
ner the carriage which carried 
the builder of Linden Place, Gen. 
George De Wolf, to George 
Washington’s inauguration. The 
grounds include two acres of 
garden and, nearby, 425 acres 
of dairy farm. 

“Who’s going to scrub the 12 
bathrooms? Me?” asked Miss 
Colt anxiously. A handsome, ha- 
zel-eyed blond, she has inherited 
her mother’s husky voice but 
has her own special version of 
the traditional Barrymore vital- 
ity and charm. In fact, Miss 
Colt is a force of nature. 


She had just finished a hot re- 
hearsal on the concrete platform 
at the Municipal Opera. Outside 
the thermometer read 97, an 
Arctic temperature compared to 
the atmosphere under the plat- 
form roof. Dressed in a gay, 
full-skirted, sleeveless red-and- 
white summer dress, she showed 
no traces of how she had spent 
the day, but her first request 
was for air conditioning and a 
cool drink. 

A few aircooled minutes later, 
she was relaxing over a bottle 
of beer. 

“What else should I drink in 
St. Louis,” she inquired, taking 
an appreciative sip. 

“I’ve found it’s truly not fat- 
tening. In a wonderful 25-cent 
book, ‘How to Stop Dieting and 
Start Losing,’ there’s a chapter 
called something like ‘Your 
Friend, Beer.’ 

“I’m really exhausted,” she 
went on, and raised huge bright 
eyes to mine. “Every night I 
shove enormous Victorian pieces 
of furniture around in my sleep. 
You see, the house stands for 
something for me. It’s not a 
castle, but it’s beautiful. I want 
to live there in the summer 
time, even if I have to scrub the 
floors myself. Within reason, of 
course,” she added hastily. 


“I think it could be divided 
up into at least three self-con- 
tained units.

My husband is a _ charming 
Italian business man who until 
a month ago was negotiating 
with the Belgians for mining 
rights in The Congo.

With all 
his diplomacy he’s my ambas- 
sador plenipotentiary to deal 
with my New England rela- 
tives.”’ 

Miss Colt went on to tell me 
that further evidence of the 
finesse of Romeo St. John Mig- 
lietta is blazoned from every 
Texaco sign across the nation. 

“When my husband was 19 
he came to America to work 
for the Texas Co.,” she related. 
“Honey, in Texas you ain’t 
called Romeo, or Sinjun either.

“‘Linden Place will be home for 
all three of us, even if just for 
the summer months,”’ said Miss 
Colt, reverting to her favorite 
topic. “‘We have a winter roost in 
the Osborne in New York. Van 
Cliburn lives there, and so does 
Leonard Bernstein, Shirley 
Boothe and Ralph Bellamy. It 
has thick old-fashioned walls and 
you can make as much noise as 
you want. But on Sunday, Aug. 
14, I’m flying back to Rhode 
Island, to the house, my little 
problem. 

“The cupola leaks. We have 
the most beautiful circular stair- 
case—I photographed it by lying 
flat on my back at the bottom. 
But every time it rains I hear 
‘Pppttt! Pppttt! Pppttt!” down 
the stairs. I don’t know how 
much money we have spent on 
that cupola. 

“‘We have seven miles of road 
which all Rhode Island considers 
public domain, but the Colts have 
to maintain it. There is a mile 
of seawall, and the man who 
keeps up the road and puts a 
little cement on the seawall 
makes more than some of the 
heirs get from the estate. My 
grandfather, Samuel Pomeroy 
Colt, bought the estate back into 
the family. Then he put up a 
huge marble gate at the en- 
trance. On it is a sign, ‘Private 
Property—Public Invited.’ And 
they come in, too. Most people 
consider it a public park. We 
would be delighted if it was a 
public park, but we can’t sell it. 


“You see, the will left the 
house to the four of us, and the 
estate cannot be sold until after 
the death of the last surviving 
grandchild. That’s called per- 
petuity. Whichever one of us 
outlasts the others, even by 10 
minutes, inherits the estate. Of 
course, there are stocks and 
bonds as well as the house and 
farm, but the will provides that 
the estate be maintained prop- 
erly before any of us get any 
income. Sometimes I think the 
cows live better than the Colts. 


“That will was made in one 
era; we live in another. The 
heating in the winter costs $400 
a month—for that money alone 
you can rent a nice apart- 
ment in New York. 

‘My ancestor Gen. George De 
Wolf employed the whole town of 
Bristol. The house took two years 
to build. Bristol was a harbor 
town then. All kinds of cargoes 
went through there, including 
slaves. 

“Gen. De Wolf ran into finan- 
cial difficulties. He left the house 
in the dead of night in a closed 
carriage, and went to live in 
Jamaica. With him went his 4- 
year-old daughter, Theodora Go- 
jaud, who grew up to write very 
bad poetry and to marry my 
great - grandfather, Christopher 
Colt, the brother of Samuel, the 
Colt .45 Colt. 

“When Gen. De Wolf left, the 
town crashed. But when my 
grandfather, Samuel Pomeroy 
Colt founded U.S. Rubber, he put 
more into the town than De Wolf 
had taken out of it. When he 
made his millions, he decided to 
make a little present to his moth- 
er, Theodora. So guess what? He 
bought back her father’s house. 


“My grandmother was an old 
lady when she went back to live 
in the house. In the meantime it 
had been an inn, De Wolf House, 
where Lafayette had stayed. 


“‘But my great-grandmother and

her father had left the town in 
such disgrace that at first no one 
would speak to her. At last Ches- 
ter Arthur, the President of the 
United States, came to visit. In 
full view of the town he gave her 
his arm and led her up the steps. 


“It was quite a moment for the 
little girl who had left so secret- 
ly. After that, everyone smiled 
at her. 


“The house is still important 
in Rhode Island. The Governor 
and the Senator come automat- 
ically to Bristol for the Fourth of 
July parade, and then they come 
to our house afterwards. As chil- 
dren we used to ride in the pa- 
rade in the carriage that went to 
George Washington’s inaugura- 
tion, but it’s too old now. 


“Fourth of July is a whoop- 
dedoo in Bristol anyhow. Gun- 
boats come from Newport, and 
we have block dances. Bristol 
is a mixture, these days. We 
have the old Yankee stock, and 
then we have Irish, and Por- 
tugese and Italians, who have 
a very strong seafaring tradi- 
tion. 


“I hope my son John Drew 
Miglietta runs for governor. 
We have an Italian Republican 
now, Gov. Christopher De 
Sesto. My child has Yankee 
ancestors and an Italian name 
—how can he lose?” 


*‘My mother Ethel Barrymore 


used to stay in the house for 


long periods. She especially 
liked the clam bakes.” 

Though Miss Colt has been 
married for 15 years (‘and 
haven’t had a fight yet’’) she 
feels she is holding her nose 
and jumping off a highdive into 
unknown and intricate depths of 
housekeeping. 

“Most of my life has been 
spent on the stage. 

“My age? 

“Go look it up. I never lie 
about it, but I don’t think I 
should keep talking about it all 
the time. 


“I will tell you this much. 
One of my first parts was here 
in St. Louis with the Municipal 
Opera—I was one of the brides- 
maids in Bittersweet, about 1935, 
when I was 18. 

“My first role was with my 


mother—I was her daughter, 
Seraphine, in ‘Scarlet Sister 
Mary.’ That blackface! Il 


wasn’t clean for a year. And I 
was terrible. I had my brains 
beaten out. 

‘““You see, I’d had no theatrical 
training at all. I was educated 
at the Convent of Notre Dame,

in Philadelphia, where my 
mother went to school. And then 
I went to finishing schools in 
France and Italy. Mother never 
had any dramatic school train- 
ing either. None of our family 
did. But the difference was that 
during their youth there was a 
family repertory company, and 
they got their training there. 

‘So I formed my own reper- 
tory company. For five years 
the Jitney Players played one 
night stands all over America. 
I drove the truck and sewed the 
costumes—we traveled 30,000 
miles. We gave ‘The Rivals,’ 
‘She Stoops to Conquer,’ and 
plays by Maxwell Anderson, Sam 
Behrman and Bernard Shaw. 

‘“‘Later I changed my name to 
Louisa Kinlock for a while, in 
order to make good on my own. 
Being named Ethel Barrymore 
Colt helps get the first job, but 
not the second. But I got every 
job I applied for as Louisa Kin- 
lock. 


“After a while I oozed over 
from acting to singing. I studied 
in New York with Maggie Teyte. 
Nowadays I’m primarily a sing- 
er, a lyric soprano. I've just 
come here from singing with the 
New Orleans Symphony. I’ve 
sung with eight different opera 
companies here and abroad, and 
at 120 concerts. 

“‘People have forgotten that I 
am an actress, so r was delight- 


ed when John Kennedy, the gen- 
eral manager of the Municipal 
Opera, asked me to take a non- 
singing role; especially with 
Martyn Green. I play Mrs. Gil- 
bert to his William S. Gilbert. 
‘Knights of Song’ tells the story 
of the partnership of Gilbert and 
Sullivan. 


“Mrs. Gilbert was a terribly 
nice woman who lived with a 
terribly difficult man. She spent 
most of her time soothing him. 
From a cruise she wrote to a 
friend, ‘The Mediterranean was 
calm, and so was William, for a 
change.’ 


“‘When he died she confessed 
that she enjoyed much more 
being Lady Gilbert, the widow 
of Sir William Gilbert, than 
she’d enjoyed being Mrs, Gil- 
bert when he was alive. 

“She was a conventional, do- 
mestic creature. My part con- 
sists chiefly of saying, ‘Oh, Wil- 
liam, don’t.’ 

“But I’m beginning to under- 
stand some of her domestic 
problems. As soon as I get my 
son's ingrown toenail healed and 
get him back into the Ports- 
mouth Priory School I’m going 

on a coast-to-coast singing tour 
in October.

Relations With Cuba 


PEOPLE HAVE BEEN WRITING to me from Cuba urging 
me to visit down there, so I have decided to point out here to 
these people who seem to think that we in the United States 
lack understanding of their problems that we did not begin 
the name-calling that has caused feeling between our countries. 
The Cubans started it by finding fault with every action of 


our Government. 


I am a Democrat and might be inclined to criticize the 
Administration on some policies, but I cannot find that in this 
particular case there has been much that could have been 
done otherwise. The hard words have been mostly on the 
Cuban side. Our President has been, on the whole, conciliatory 


and mild. 


HYDE PARK, Aug. 9. 


It is true that President Eisenhower cut the Cuban 
sugar quota, but what else did the Cubans expect him 
to do? They keep calling the United States aggressive 
and militaristic when not a move has been made by 
us to try to hurt them by force. We could hardly be 
expected to view with pleasure the growing tendency 
on the part of Cuba to align itself economically with 
the Communist countries. But Cuba has at no time had 
to fear military intervention from the United States. 


No one here could fail to view with sympathy the efforts 
of a successful revolutionary leader to establish better condi- 
tions for his people. But to do this such a leader would have 
to have a sound economic basis. And to this very little thought 


has been given by the Cuban government. 


So, suddenly they find themselves involved in good works 
that need money to implement them but without the money to 


carry them forward. 


We should perhaps be sympathetic toward Premier Castro 
in his illness, which probably has come about because of hard 
work and anxiety. It may well be that enforced quiet and time 
for thought may give him a chance to look back over the past 
months and decide just where his real friends can be found. 
If such a change in Castro should take place, we should regard 


the illness as a blessing. 


No individual such as myself could do anything 
by going into a situation of this kind without authority 
and without any influence at home. It is not lack of 
interest that keeps me from visiting Cuba, but the 
sense of the futility of such a journey and the realiza- 
tion of the disappointment that would come to the 
Cuban people if they thought there was anything I 


could do for them. 


SINCE 1950, Iran has been on unobtrusive but friendly 
terms with Israel. Now, quite suddenly President Nasser of the 
United Arab Republic has picked up the Shah of Iran’s factual 
answer to a question and made out of it an incident which I 
am sure has caused many people to think that Iran has just 
recognized Israel and that a new relationship has been estab- 
lished. Nothing could be further from the truth. Nothing has 


changed in the reletionship. 


Israel-Iran relations have never been obtrusive in any 
way, but where it has been advantageous for the Iranians to 
deal with the Israeli they have been able to do so. And this 
would really be a very good thing for a:: the Arab states to 
do. They would find gradually that there was advantage to 
them in having some kind of communication with a country 


which can offer much and also offer good relations. 


Why should Mr. Nasser want to prolong a situation from 
which nobody is deriving any good, when by a little tact the 
difficulties could be allowed gradually to melt away? The 
rest of the world would bé relieved and the Arab states them- 
selves would discover that the Soviet Union; alone, is not 
always a comfortable partner. In the end, a Near East that 
would not be torn internally would be able to meet its mutual 


difficulties ‘to greater advantage.

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Educational TV Booming Now

NEW YORK, Aug. 9. 

THERE IS a cartoon one of 
my colleagues keeps on his desk 
which says a great deal of the 
state of educational television. It 
depicts a small boy in front of a 
television set who has evidently 
been surprised by his father. The 
youngster is saying, “It’s an 
educational, historical feature 
called ‘Blazing Guns of Dodge 
City.’ 

What this seems to signify is 
that if the term educational is at- 
tached to a program, then it is 
acceptable. It also underscores 
a point held by many in this 
country—that the educational 
broadcaster sits on a Cloud Nine 
robed in white with a mortar- 
board perched beneath his halo 
and that the commercial broad- 
caster assumes the role of the 
bad guy. 

Nothing could be further from 
the truth. We do not have a cor- 
ner on education—a great deal 
of good education is being trans- 
mitted by the commercial net- 
works and individual commercial 
stations. Our job is to do more 
of it, at better hours, and in 
greater depth. And this we can 
do, because of the vast resources 
and facilities at our command, 
Our campus knows no bounda- 
ries. The greatest teachers, the 
greatest artists, the greatest 
thinkers make up our talent pool. 

The only area of competition 
which exists between the com- 
mercial and educationa] broad- 
casters is a competition for ideas 
—ideas which bring significance 
and earn the respect and support 
of the community. 

TO THOSE DETRACTORS of 
educational television it some- 
times comes as a shock that 
there is a network of non-com- 
mercial stations providing the 
American public with an alter- 
native service. Five years ago 
there was only a handful of sta- 
tions. This week the forty-eighth 
station to affiliate with the Na- 
tional Education Television and 
Radio Center, and incidentally 
the first color educational out- 
let, was announced—KERA-TV 
in Dallas. Obviously, we are here 
to stay. Our claim to the title of 
fourth network is based on the 
evidence of quality and that we 
believe that education is intrinsi- 
cally stimulating. In educational 
television we consider dullness to 
be inexcusable. 

I have read that the forecast 
for commercial programming 
next year is to be gray and un- 
exciting and “‘full of terribly safe 
situation comedies.’’ Certainly 
this is a sad formula. We at the 
local station level and at the 
NET headquarters in New York 
do not subscribe to this. One of 
our basic tenets is to be con- 
stantly experimenting, always 
ready to try today what could 
not have been done yesterday— 
without the overriding fear to 
“play it safe.” 

To cite one instance, NET and 
its affiliated stations have of- 
fered its facilities to the presi- 
dentia] candidates for a special 
series on the paramount issues 
in the coming campaign. NET 
will produce, record on video- 
tape, and distribute to its sta- 
tions—all free of charge—this 
series of discussions to be aired 
on prime evening time. There 
are no strings attached, no wait- 
ing for any special ruling from 
Congress. 

Within much of the NET fall 
schedule there are programs of 
interest and information to stim- 
ulate many a jaded TV viewer 
within range of an ETV signal. 
From Denver, “The Ragtime 
Era” recreates the period of 
American history between 1890 
and World War I through the 
music developed in that time. 
This is not a one-time special, 
but an in-depth series of twelve 
half-hour programs. Also in the 
field of music is a series from 
San Francisco’s KQED featuring 
the world-renowned cellist, Pab- 
lo Casals. 


THE DEAN of American edi- 
torial cartoonists, Daniel R. Fitz- 
patrick, for many years with 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
brings his cartoons, his wit, and 
his knowledge together in an 
unusual historical survey from 
World War I to the present. 

And from the BBC, two ex- 
citing firsts for American view- 
ers: ‘‘Command in Battle” with 
Field Marshal Montgomery de- 
scribing his version of the bat- 
tles of World War II, and a 
series of great dramas, each 
presented in two uninterrupted 
hours—among the plays are Gor- 
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DANIEL R. FITZPATRICK 


ky’s “The Lower Depths,” Ib- 
sen’s ‘‘The Master Builder,’”’ and 
Shakespeare’s ‘‘Julius Caesar.” 


If there is one line to describe 
our programming format, one 
might borrow the words used by 
the Peabody award committee 
in citing NET’s ‘‘Heritage’’ se- 
ries: “For having literally 
opened the eyes of American 
adults" and students to the rich- 


ness of our intellectual life.” 

To date we believe we’ve won 
our share of laurels in the arena 
of television and we face the 
future with determination to win 
more in the days to come. Direct 


‘jnstructionto youngsters in 


school or to adults at home, in- 
formal education and cultural 
programs as well as public in- 
formation programs have made 
each educational television sta- 
tion a welcome and necessary 
addition to its community. This, 
in the final sense is what sets 
the educational 
that is, to serve the people be- 
fore all other considerations.

St. Louis Blue Shield members received $7,476,311 in medical-surgical 
payments during the past fiscal year, an increase of almost one million 
dollars over 1958-59, and a new all-time high in benefits. This amount 
represents more than 327,000 Blue Shield benefit checks issued to help 
cover medical-surgical expenses of members and their families during 
the 12-month period.
